10). 'In Exodus 39 the priestly par- ! 
ments are described. These gnrmenfs | 
sjmbotized their consecration to the 
Lord's service. 


2. The priests with trumpets (v. 10). 


These trumpets were of silver and 
were used in calling the people to- 
gether. 


3. The Levites with cymbals (v. 10). 


These were to furnish the instrumental 
mustc.'of the sanctuary. This \uts ac- 
cording to the arrangement made by 
Dnvid (I Chron. 15:10-21). 


4. 
They sang together by course 


(v. 11). This means that they sang 
to one another responshely.

be wondering what the great outstanding feature, the princi- 
pal "talking point," will be. At the Centennial show in 1876 
at Philadelphia the telephone, exhibited by Alexander Gra- 
ham Boll, was the wonder of wonders. 
This simple device 


really attracted more interest than whole buildings full of 
exhibits. Stranpprs returned home to tell of the phenomenon 
and inspire in others a desire to see it for themselves. The 
next great exposition, held at Chicago in 1893, displayed the 
marvels of electric lighting. The nightly illumination of build- 
ings and grounds and the electric fountain drew enormous 
crowds. The Buffalo and San Francisco expositions displayed 
still further advances in this art. 


It is an interesting commentary on the progress made 


during the last few years in science and invention that there 
seem to be no new wonders to exploit. 
However, the possi- 


bilities of radio and of aviation have not yet been exhausted. 
Since a few years will elapse before the Philadelphia show 
opens its doors there is opportunity to prepare a surprise for 
visitors. 
But they cannot be expected to express any such 


enthusiasm as was expended over Mr. Bell's telephone. 
Far 


more wonderful inventions today evoke only the mildest cur- 
iosity and indifferent comment. The fact is, humanity is' be- 
coming thoroughly blase. 
The mass has nothing to do with 


the discovery of twentieth century marvels and their devel- 
opment, but accepts them as a matter of coui'sc.

I!i:t the actvities of the' 
union coal-miners and shopmen go' 
far beyond the Peaceful abandon- 
ment of their j'.ibs in order to bet- 
ter themselves elsewhere.

language show that 


they are engaged in an organized 
cit'ort to prevent the public from 
having coal or transportation ex- 
cept upon the conditions laid down 
by them. 
Combinations of that 


kind among any other class of 
people arc against the law. Labor 
organizations were rxccptcd for the 
purpose of giving them a stronger 
nositiou in (iealing w i t h employers, 
but it never was crvitcinplated tint 
they would use this power to the 
serious injury of the public.

1. The priests In their apparel (v. 


10). 'In Exodus 39 the priestly par- ! 
ments are described. These gnrmenfs | 
sjmbotized their consecration to the 
Lord's service. 


2. The priests with trumpets (v. 10). 


These trumpets were of silver and 
were used in calling the people to- 
gether. 


3. The Levites with cymbals (v. 10). 


These were to furnish the instrumental 
mustc.'of the sanctuary. This \uts ac- 
cording to the arrangement made by 
Dnvid (I Chron. 15:10-21). 


4. 
They sang together by course 


(v. 11). This means that they sang 
to one another responshely. The one 
company sung, "The Lord is Good";

WANTED: A NEW WONDER 


The committee in charge of preliminary arrangements 


for Philadelphia's exhibition to celebrate the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of American independence is said to 
be wondering what the great outstanding feature, the princi- 
pal "talking point," will be. At the Centennial show in 1876 
at Philadelphia the telephone, exhibited by Alexander Gra- 
ham Boll, was the wonder of wonders. 
This simple device 


really attracted more interest than whole buildings full of 
exhibits. Stranpprs returned home to tell of the phenomenon 
and inspire in others a desire to see it for themselves. The 
next great exposition, held at Chicago in 1893, displayed the 
marvels of electric lighting. The nightly illumination of build- 
ings and grounds and the electric fountain drew enormous 
crowds. The Buffalo and San Francisco expositions displayed 
still further advances in this art. 


It is an interesting commentary on the progress made 


during the last few years in science and invention that there 
seem to be no new wonders to exploit. 
However, the possi- 


bilities of radio and of aviation have not yet been exhausted. 
Since a few years will elapse before the Philadelphia show 
opens its doors there is opportunity to prepare a surprise for 
visitors. 
But they cannot be expected to express any such 


enthusiasm as was expended over Mr. Bell's telephone. 
Far 


more wonderful inventions today evoke only the mildest cur- 
iosity and indifferent comment. The fact is, humanity is' be- 
coming thoroughly blase. 
The mass has nothing to do with 


the discovery of twentieth century marvels and their devel- 
opment, but accepts them as a matter of coui'sc.

It is a condition of every game

The trouble with the strikers in

strike? The ri^'nt to nuit work in; 
itself is not i]-u--tioinxi. The Presi- 
dent has sa:<! tint the Government, 
will compel no man to work against1 
his will. I!i:t the actvities of the' 
union coal-miners and shopmen go' 
far beyond the Peaceful abandon- 
ment of their j'.ibs in order to bet- 
ter themselves elsewhere. 
Their 


actions and 
language show that 


they are engaged in an organized 
cit'ort to prevent the public from 
having coal or transportation ex- 
cept upon the conditions laid down 
by them. 
Combinations of that 


kind among any other class of 
people arc against the law. Labor 
organizations were rxccptcd for the 
purpose of giving them a stronger 
nositiou in (iealing w i t h employers, 
but it never was crvitcinplated tint 
they would use this power to the 
serious injury of the public. 


Railroad Labor Act 


The statement is made that the 


ra'lroad companies have set the ex- 
ample of refusing to be bound by* 
the decisions of the Labor Board. 
The facts are that th? companies 
have taken appeals in certain cases 
to the courts, on the legal ground! 
that the Board had exceeded its 
jurisdiction under the law. This is 
a class of actions frequently brought 
against a new adni'uistrativn body,
